The toast of “The King” having been

The Chairman apologised for the absence 
of the Primate, who was one of the old boys. 
The fact that they were met there, he said, 
could not fail to arouse in their minds many 
old reminiscences. It was almost fifty-one 
years since he first entered that school, and 
since then he had been in many ways in-close 
touch with the school. He paid a tribute to 
the headmasters of the school, and spoke of 
the esprit de corps which existed in the 
school. He welcoined the establishment of 
the Old Boys’ Union, because it was a sign 
of the — of that spirit t those 
who had been boys thére. They rejoiced 
to come back there for a few hours to remind 
themselves that they were just as old as they 
felt, and that they could be boys once again. 

He congratulated the Old Boys’ Union on 
being set upon its feet on a firm basis. 

HIGH SCHOOL BOYS. 

Dr. E, H. Alton, F.,T.C.D., T.D., pro- 
posing the toast of ‘‘ Saorstat Eireann,’ said 
that that school and the sons of that school 
had never failed to do their duty to their 
country and their flag. (Applause.) The 
memorial in the school showed that, and 
they could not forget those who were 
not with them that night. They did 
not fail to play their part loyally 
in the past, and he was ;ure that in the 
future, as in the ~~ the boys would ‘play 
their part in building up this country, in 
supporting those who were doing their best 
to uphold Jaw, and when the history of that 
generation and of the next was written the 
name of the old school and its sons would 
not be inconspicuous in its pages.

I have been reading one of Charles Reade's 
novels: he is not very complimentary to my 
profession—‘‘ You humbugs of octors,”” 
exclaims one of his characters, “could not 
speak plain to save yourselves from hanging.”’ 

Mr. Sawyer was so involved in the science 
of obscurity that he literally could not speak 
plain in one moment.”

_ A DISQUIETING NOTE. 
A tar note has, however, been 


struek. in ri of the Headmaster. 
He says that there is no time, and not a 
shred of encouragement for the study of 
Latin or Greek, French or German. No man, 
I think, can be classified as educated who is 
completely ignorant of the ancient, as well 
as the commonly used modern, languages. It 
would, for instance, be impossible for him 
to join the medical profession with any 
chance of real success. The history of the 
world teaches the great advantage a country 
gains by having her sons established in high 
places all over the world. It would .be a 
misfortune if Irishmen in the future, through 
want of suitable education, were unable to 
compete successfully with others who seek 
adventure and fortune abroad. Just as in 
the matter of manufactured goods, what is 
suitable for home consumption may not 
suffice for export trade. 

The progress of a country depends upon 
two fundamental factors—the education of 
the people and the health of the people. 
Health problems take time and money, but 
they are easily solved. Every man, woman 
and chidd realises the value of health; there 
is usually undivided and unbroken support 
for Government action from the people at 
large. Unfortunately, this is not so with 
the problems of education, They bristle 
with contention and difficulty from A to Z 
Illiterate pedple remain quite content and 
resent reform. Ignorance and contentment 
are not incompatible; for it is an unfortunate 
property of ignorance that it is ever unaware 
of its own presence. 


THE INSULAR OUTLOOK, 

It is difficult to live and to work in a small 
island without developing an insular and a 
narrow outlook; but difficulty is a severe 
instructor, and we are learning from our 
difficulties as well as from our mistakes. It is 
wonderful what great progress has been made 
in many directions, and I have a profound 
belief in the future of the country. 

The Chairman and Mr. Bennett know from 
experience that the Irish are a very teachable 
people. I will give you an example. We 
employed a young, almost illiterate, girl as a 
housemaid some years years ago. There was 
at the same time aFrench governess in the house 
with the children, From casual contact with 
the French governess the housemaid learned 
in three months to speak French with some 
fuency; in six months she could argue and 
quarrel in Fronch, so that the governess 
would no longer remain. 


ADVANCEMENT AND PROSPERITY. 
Most of us were present last year at the 
inaugural Old Boys’ Dinner, given to do 
honour to Mr, Thompson, the retiring head- 
master. He gave an impressive account of 
his stewardship. Mr. Bennett, with all his 
administrative skill; with all his past ex- 
perience, and his undoubted devotion to the 
school, must have found it difficult to fill the 
vacant chair.

In the 
782 spawning: beds in the Glenamoy, Glen- 
ealry and Barooskey rivers there were never 
so many spawning fish seen as during this 
season. The prospects for rod-fishing en- 
thusiasts this year are therefore extra- 
ordinarily good.

THREE BROTHERS IN

END OF CENTURY OLD 
FEUD, 
——— 


In a lewling article to-day on “A 
Meeting of Kings,” The Times says:— 
Within a few days, perhaps within a few 
hours, two Kings are to meet in the 
deserts ‘of Northern ‘Arabia.’ Both” are 
famous in the Arab world and beyond. its 
far-flung borders... Each has known exile 
and the vicissitudes of war; each has dared 
and risked a! for great causes ; each has 
coafronted victory and adversity with the 
calm that betits a ruler in Islam. Yet by 
the accident cf history and heredity Feisal 
Ibn Hussein of Iraq and Abdul Aziz Ibn 
Saud of the Flejaz and of Nejd have been 
rivals.. The feud between their great. 
houses is more than a century old. 

It is hardly necessary, The Times 3e- 
marks, to say that the meeting between the 
two rulers, each of whom has rendered 
great-services to this country as an ally, 
is ‘regarded’ with warm ‘approbation in 
this country. It has been assisted 
efiectively, if unofficially, by Sir Francis 
Humphrys, our High Commissioner In 
Iraq. Our special relations with Iraq, 
the natural interest of dur. Moslem felléw- 
subjects in India and Africa in the 
presperity of the Kingdom of the Hejaz, 
the Holy Land of Islam, explain the hope- 
ful. interest which the meeting of the 
Kings arouses among the many English- 
soaking men whom war, commerce or 
travel have brought into contact with the 
Arabs since. 1914. The Kings may not 
agiee on all matters, but their personal 
distinction ani charm, the fact that they 
embody the ancient and chivalrous tradi- 
tions of Arabia, that they have been 
familiar from youth up with the desert 
background of Arab life, make it certain 
that each will depart with a warm 
appreciation of the qualities of his rival. 

If only this is gained by the -roya:

From réliable sources all over the country 
reports have reached the Irish Grain Growers’ 
i Association intimating that, the =f 
every county and in almost every parish: have 
decided to reduce the ploughed area as the 
result of the wholly uneconomic prices pre- 
vailing and the utter impossibility of securing 
a market in many cases for the 1829 crop. 
A change in farming system, such as is con- 
témplated, must bring in its train increased 
rural unemployment; it will intensify the 
shortage of moneyiin circulation ; it will mean 
less trade and businéss for dependent trades 
and industries, and certainly will result in 
increased imports of foreign grain. In their 
own interests, and in the greater national 
interests, the grain growers must not allow 
these things to occur, and they can largely 
prevent them hy at least *meintaining last 
year’s grain area. 

It is not yet too late to plough lea, and to 
those who have decided to do so this appeal 
is specially addressed. The problem of 
marketing home-grown grain is undergoing @ 
thorough and skilled investigation, and if one 
plan be found impracticable another may be 
“tried, and so 1b is likely that when the 1930 
harvest comes on the market the conditions 
prevailing in 1929 may have passed for ever. 

Let the grain-growers stop the threatened 
decline of 30,000 acres in the grain area. Let 
them plant, at: least,:acre for acre, as in 1929.

So much was that the case that 
they must always regret that it had not been 
permitted to him, whatever the cause, to play 
that part in its development which not only 
was his one ambition, but which could not 
have failed to benefit the National Collection 
materially. Mr. Buckley offered to benefit 
the more prominent parts of the Museum in 
which his collections were exhibited, for the 
display of the more distinguished section of 
the Irish antiquities collections. The system 
of dual contról, which still obtained at 
the Museum, was, as to any <apable 
administrator, rather abhorrent to him, 
and was one from which . the 
Antiquities. and at least one of théir officers 
had more than once suffered. Somewhat 
similar causes operated te retard and pre- 
vent the fuil working out of Mr. Buckley’s 
policy in his own division. 

A museum, both in its 
contents, he said, was a delicate onganism, 
and external interference, especially if 
tinetared with hostility, or with that t 
of jealcusy which was liable t; colour the 
relations of .non-professionals with profes- 
sionals, or of one set of professionals with 
another set, was bad, and produced a slow- 
ing-up of the machine and an eventual 
stoppage. Liberty of choice and action were 
essential to successful museum work, They 
núiat all regret the absénde of those other 
achievements which ought to have crowned 
the departure. of their distinguisheed
